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Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re LongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b).

Claims 1-20 provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-23 of copending Application No. 
09/877,341. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because the process for forming a drag reducing agent and the drag reducing 
agent slurry so produced may be the same, i.e., a mixture of an ultra high molecular weight 
polyalphaolefin and an alcohol 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 12-15 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Fairchild et al (5,733,953). 

Fairchild et al ["Fairchild"] disclose low viscosity, high concentration drag reducing 
agents prepared by slowly addding a liquid, non-solvent, such as an alcohol, to a drag reducing 
polymer, such as a polyalphaolefin, at a rate slow enough to permit the polymer mixture to 
absorb the liquid, non-solvent. Fairchild teaches that although the process conditions may be 
ambient temperature and pressure, other conditions outside of ambient are useful. Suitable 
liquid, non-solvents, include isopropyl alcohol, other alcohols, glycols, glycol ethers, ketones 
and esters, all of which contain from 2 to 6 carbon atoms. See column 4, lines 8-24. The 
examiner is of the position that Fairchild meets the limitations of the process for forming a drag 
reducing agent of the claims, and the drag reducing agent so produced of the claims, when the 
alcohol has 5 or 6 carbon atoms. Although 1-pentanol and 1-hexanol are not set forth in 
Fairchild, they are examples of alcohols having 5 and 6 carbon atoms. Although an amount of 
alcohol absorbed such as "at least 0.5% greater than the polyalphaolefin weight" is not set forth 
in Fairchild, the reference does teach that the polymer absorbs the liquid, non-solvent, which 
includes alcohols.
